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Police suit to go on 

Tasered lawyer will sue regardless of finding

An Edmonton lawyer who 
was Tasered during Stan¬ 
ley Cup celebrations in 
2006 says he’s suing 
police no matter the out¬ 
come of a Law 
Enforcement Review 
Board hearing. 

Brian Fish filed an appeal 
with the board after an in¬ 
ternal police investigation 
determined two officers 
who shoved the then 66- 
year-old lawyer to the 
ground and Tasered him 
were not in the wrong, and 
would not be charged. 

“It was very clear they 


were exceeding their au¬ 
thority and behaving in a 
discreditable manner,” Fish 
told Metro yesterday. 

He said he raised his 
hands in the air when an 
officer approached him af¬ 
ter he refused to stop tak¬ 
ing photos of an arrest dur¬ 
ing an infamous and chaot¬ 
ic Whyte Avenue riot fol¬ 
lowing a crucial Stanley 
Cup game. 

Nearly 400 people were 
arrested on Whyte Avenue 
that night, though two on¬ 
ly received charges. Fish 
was never charged, though 
he said police threatened 
he would be. 

His son Nigel Fish was al¬ 
so shoved to the ground

and arrested after protest¬ 
ing his father’s treatment. 
Nigel claims he was verbal¬ 
ly abused by police and 
says the effects have been 
lasting. 

Brian said the incident 
has caused long-term ef¬ 
fects, including post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder and 
anxiety. 

The hearing wrapped up 
Tuesday. Brian said he’s 


“sitting and waiting” for 
the outcome, though he’s 
filed a lawsuit against Chief 
Mike Boyd and the two offi¬ 
cers involved, and will pro¬ 
ceed, even if the board’s de¬ 
cision is in his favour. 

“Had they accepted re¬ 
sponsibility and apologized 
right up front, I probably 
would have let (the lawsuit) 
go. I would have chosen 
mediation. But no, they 
chose, in my view, to lie 
through their teeth,” he 
said. 

Boyd wouldn’t comment 
on the lawsuit directly yes¬ 
terday, but he did say, 
“We’re certainly awaiting 
the decision on the mat¬ 
ter.”

MENTAL HEALTH Critics 
reacted yesterday to pro¬ 
posed changes to mental 
health law in the 
province. 

The Mental Health 
Amendment Act 2007 was 
proclaimed yesterday, 
three days after a father 
killed his 11-year-old 
autistic son and then 
himself in a basement in 
northeast Edmonton. 

The act calls for 
changes to involuntary 
admission criteria for the 
mentally ill from 
“presenting a danger to 
self or others” to “likely 
to cause harm to self or 
others, or to suffer 
substantial mental or 
physical deterioration or 
serious physical 
impairment.” 

The changes also 
require a discharge sum¬ 
mary and treatment rec¬ 
ommendations be 
forwarded to the individ¬ 
ual’s family physician. 

The amendments are a 
clear example of the right 
hand not knowing what 
the left is doing, said NDP 
MLA Rachel Notley, who 
is calling for a fatality 
inquiry into the two 
deaths. 

“They’re expanding 
people’s ability to ask for 
treatment but closing 
beds and cutting 
funding,” she said. 

“It’s ironic. You can 
now get an involuntary 
treatment order for a 
family member, with no 
place to put them.” 

Remaining sections of 
the act will be proclaimed 
in early 2010.

New Democrat argues exclusion from information 


Opposition MPs say the 
Harper government is 
playing political games 
with federal stimulus 
funding by keeping them 
out of the loop — and the 
limelight — in their own 
ridings. 

New Democrat Linda 
Duncan and others say 
they may be getting their 
fair share of taxpayer-fund¬ 
ed projects, but they re¬ 
peatedly find themselves 
excluded from the flow of 
information and publicity. 

“It’s become a political 
slush fund,” said Duncan, 
the lone opposition MP in 
Alberta, who reads the lo¬ 
cal paper to learn about 
which projects have won 
funding in her riding. 


Duncan said the flow of 
money seems to be OK, a 
comment trumpeted this 
week by Transport Minis¬ 
ter John Baird, facing criti¬ 
cism from the Liberals that 
the Conservatives are hog¬ 
ging too much of the stim¬ 
ulus money. But she said 
Baird was too quick to as¬ 
sume that her comments 
were a tacit approval of a 
process that has become 
highly politicized. 

“What he failed to men¬ 
tion is my displeasure with 
their failure, as a mini¬ 
mum courtesy, to inform 
me when approvals are 
given. (Meanwhile,) they 
are taking the Conserva¬ 
tive candidates to all the 
media announcement 


events.” 

The Conservatives are 
gunning for her riding. She 
won it by a narrow margin 
last election. 

Like other opposition 
MPs who barely beat their 
Tory opponents, she sees 
money coming her way, 
but she gets no credit for 
it.

Polanski and polygamy: What the news tells us 



What an instructive week 
in the news — two things 
are clear from reading the 
papers: If you’re a Holly¬ 
wood celebre who raped a 
child 30 years ago, all is for¬ 
given; and if you wed 25 
women and say your reli¬ 
gion commands it, no 
lawyer or judge in Canada 
will touch you. 

As Hollywoodites rush to 
defend director Roman 
Polanski, who is facing ex¬ 
tradition to the U.S. over a 
1977 rape of a 13-year-old 


girl, some egregious exam¬ 
ples of how our society 
views rape have come to 
the surface. 

Polanski’s sister-in-law 
Debra Tate called it a “con¬ 
sensual matter,” while Tom 
O’Neill — who has much to 
gain from the debacle as 
senior editor of In Touch 
Weekly — said, “It’s mind- 
boggling why they’re still 
pursuing this ... The prose¬ 
cutors in Los Angeles won’t 
let go these many years lat¬ 
er.” 

Oh, those dogged 
lawyers. Never mind that 
celebrities seem to be treat¬ 
ed with a separate law 
book, or that Polanski 
pleaded guilty in the first 
place. The statute of limita¬ 
tions does not run out on 
punishing someone for 
forcing a child to have sex, 


and though Polanski may 
have settled with his victim 
Samantha Gailey in a law¬ 
suit, he has not paid his 
dues to society. 

Closer to home, B.C. 
courts threw out polygamy 
charges against fundamen¬ 
talist Mormon leaders Win¬ 
ston Blackmore and James 
Oler on grounds that for¬ 
mer B.C. attorney general 
Wally Oppal had no juris¬ 
diction to “shop around” 
for a prosecutor willing to 
take on the case. 

From women who have 
left these “plural” mar¬ 
riages, we’ve learned about 
child brides married to 
men three times their age, 
women denied education 
and careers and threatened 
with death for wanting out. 
Others are trafficked across 
the U.S.-Canada border into 


marriages — according to 
an RCMP affidavit, seven of 
Blackmore’s alleged 25 
wives are American. In 
short, women in polyga¬ 
mist communities are de¬ 
nied the freedom, equality 
and choice that ordinary 
women are afforded, which 
is why they must be pro¬ 
tected. 

This is how a misogynis- 
tic culture is fostered — 
when it’s condoned by soci¬ 
ety and squeezed through 
legal loopholes. No amount 
of brilliance exonerates a 
man for raping a child, nor 
can religion or faulty jus¬ 
tice morally excuse men for 
taking advantage of vulner¬ 
able women.

Sweet tooth as kids may 
lead to prison: Report 


Willy Wonka would be hor¬ 
rified. Children who eat too 
much candy may be more 
likely to be arrested for vio¬ 
lent behaviour as adults, 
new research suggests. 

British ex¬ 
perts studied 
more than 
17,000 chil¬ 
dren born in 
1970 for 
about four 
decades. Of the 
children who ate 
candies or chocolates 
daily at age 10, 69 per cent 
were later arrested for a vi¬ 
olent offence by the age of 
34. Of those who didn’t 
have any violent clashes, 42 
per cent ate sweets daily. 

The study was published 
in the October issue of the 
British Journal of Psychia¬ 
try. It was paid for by 


Britain’s Economic and So¬ 
cial Research Council. 

The researchers said the 
results were interesting, 
but more studies were 
needed to confirm the 
link. “It’s not that the 
sweets themselves 
are bad, it’s 
more about in¬ 
terpreting how 
kids make de¬ 
cisions,” said 
Simon Moore of the 
University of Cardiff, one 
of the paper’s authors. 

Moore said parents who 
consistently bribe their 
children into good behav¬ 
iour with candies and 
chocolates could be doing 
harm. That might prevent 
kids from learning how to 
defer gratification, leading 
to impulsive behaviour and 
violence, the associated press

Economy hits wall 

Economist calls July stall a 'shocker' 

The Canadian economic 
recovery ran into a wall in 
July, stunning 
expectations and creating 
new doubts about just 
how long it will take for 
production and jobs to re¬ 
bound to pre-recession 
levels.

Show and prove 

Oilers looking to rebound from underachieving season 



After missing the playoffs 
for three straight years, 
there's no doubt that 
everybody who hies out of 
the Edmonton Oilers 
dressing room prior to Sat¬ 
urday's season-opener has 
something to prove. 

But that holds especially 
true for Dustin Penner, 
Mike Comrie and Shawn

Ruling may end Balsillie's

Jim Balsillie might finally 
be giving up on his dream 
to own an NHL team.

Enter Old Man Winter 



There are many things you can do to prep your home for winter. 


HomeScape , 




A s sure as summer 
follows spring, win¬ 
ter will follow the 
fall. 

And when you live in a 
northern climate, you 
come to understand in a 
very fundamental way that 
you must prepare for the 
coming season. 

Around the house, that 
means you must batten 
down the hatches. There 
will be cold, and there will 
be wetness, whether it is 
rain, slush or snow, and all 
these things can damage 
property and must be kept 
out of your house. 

Ice, blowing winds and 
frigid temperatures have a 
way of making outdoor 
work nasty, so why not do 
the work now, while the 
conditions are still relative¬ 
ly pleasant? 

To heat your house effi¬ 


ciently and keep the heat 
inside and the cold outside, 
here are some pointers that 
will help you keep snug: 

• Clean and service your 
furnace and have your heat¬ 
ing system checked out by 
a qualified HVAC profes¬ 
sional. 

• If you remember from 
last year that your home is 
cold in certain locations, 
use spray-in insulation 
foam to close any gaps be¬ 
tween the floor and wall, 
for instance, or underneath 
windows. 

• Check outside as well. If 
you have bricks that need 
repointing, or gaps be¬ 
tween brick and the roof, 


for instance, now is a good 
time to repair cracked or 
missing mortar between 
bricks or to seal any gaps. 
At the same time, check 
any exhaust vents or any 
other “holes” in your wall 
and caulk around them if 
needed. 

• Like a good hat on your 
head, extra insulation in 
the attic can do wonders to 
keep rising heat within the 
confines of your home. 

At the same time, you 
must ensure good ventila¬ 
tion so that air quality is 
not compromised. 

• Inspect all exhaust 
venting, whether it be from 
a stove, a furnace, a dryer, a 


bathroom or a tankless wa¬ 
ter heater. Remove any ob¬ 
struction, such as bird or 
wasp nests or debris, which 
can block a vent and force 
exhaust gases back into 
your home. If you have a 
fireplace, check the chim¬ 
ney to make sure it’s clear. 

Moisture and wetness in 
your home is a problem 
year-round, but in winter, 
the potential for damage in¬ 
creases, especially if it in¬ 
volves water. 

• Before freezing temper¬ 
atures hit, turn off outside 
water, and remove and 
store your garden hose in¬ 
doors. 

• Clean your eave- 
stroughs so water will not 
freeze in the troughs or 
overflow and cause possible 
leakage through the foun¬ 
dations. 

• Make sure the ground 
around the foundations 
slopes away from your 
house. If you have a drive¬ 
way or walkway, ensure the 
gap beside the house and 
any cracks are sealed.
